It can t be over resentment at China’s export of narcotics to the USSR... And 1 think you 
should bear two other things in mind; every country has medicinal need of the poppy. A hose 
who can produce it for their own medicinal use save valuable foreign exchange by so doing. 

And the plant grows well in certain climates only. The specified areas of China would seem to 
be contiguous to the areas of other countries in which the plant is grown. . .Inherent in all of 
this is the close parallel between what Striso lias been up to and Taiwanese if not Soviet 
propaganda interests and actions. This is not to say he is their agent. Hor is it to say that 
other interests do not parallel, as, for example, those of parts of the ClA. I do not pretend 
to know the answer. I can merely pose a question I tliink you must face. A potentially valuable 
and worthwhile v/ork is at sta&e. *ou go for that propaganda and you are ruined. This also you 
must come to understand independently. If Striso is some kind of agent or serves some kind of 
special interest, he does not, to the best of my knowledge, present any special problem to me. 
% interest in him is neither personal not from some fancied jeopardy. The world is full of 
agents and those with grinding axes who do not interest me. My interest here is yours. Best, HW 


Js, Pearl is a fine human being, apolitical, talented and delightfully witty when she can 
relax (she' has many real problems). Despite what I have written her, she can be exceedingly 
naive. I really don8t have any special interest in Striso, but increasingly it becomes apparent 
that he has broad and corrupting preoccupation with what includes assassination interest. Some- 
how he lias sought out Pearl in addition to me, Sylvia and Garrison at the very least. Me can be 
merely irrational, but I don t really tliink so. u e makes false claims, which I do not attribute 
to ego. And he manufactures , °wliich I do not attribute to ignorance. He came on strong to me, 
confessing an alleged ClA pas£()he may have done this with others, too). Should it ever in the 
future interest you, I have his file of correspondence with Sylvia, as of about the end of -1968. 

I haven t taken the time to try to figure him out. The interests he serves are apparent and 
are those I specify, ^his is no puton. If Pearl sends me her file, I may see what I haven't. 
However, as of now, my chief interest in this is Pearl, not Striso. Only Striso can, as I see 
itgi change that. I think the possibility rests in Pearl's files... At this point I thought I'd 
check ray files.

claims to have helped oesten and Buchanon and to have duples planted undescribed place in 
Europe; praises both; was naval officer, including N.O. 1946; had been closely associated 
with right-wings leaders; connections with CIA, FBI, Charles Percy (close frined), Kupferman, 
Dodd; Internal Security Committee (inferentially with ^utler, from whom warning on life) ; 

Wolper productions; C.D. Jaclcons (LIFE, formerly ClA, think) jKilgallen; corresponded with 
u hirley Martin , too.Sylvia hoard he was buying info. Apparently phoned me before 1 0/ 1 7/66 
first letter.
